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An in-line filter provided with a substantially elongated 
filter housing in which filter material is included, wherein 
the fastening means are quick change couplings, a respective 
quick change coupling having a coupled condition and an 
uncoupled condition.

A filter provided with a filter housing in which filtering 
material 1s present for removing water, oxygen and 
hydrocarbons from a gas flow, while the filtering material 
does not contain alkali metals or alkaline earth metals. 
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
